The measure provides for compensa- 


tion of all injured federal employes 
at the rate of two-thirds the wages lost 
during disability with a maximum of 
$66 a month. In case of death the de- 
pendent widow would be allowed 35 
per cent of the employe's wage and 10 
per cent, additional for each depen- 
dent child under 18, with a limit of 
two-thirds the employe's 
wage. 
An 


appropriation of 5500,000 is nade for 
the system. 
The hill is perding in

One of these modifications was that 
this act should not extend to six coun- 
ties in Ulster, and there was reten- 
tion of the full representation of Ire- 
land In the imperial parliament. These 
and other modifications are to remain 
in force during the continuance of the 
war and for a period of 
12 months

If parliament has not before

Fort Souville, less than 
three 


miles northeast of the citadel of Ver- 
dun is the main object of his present 
offensive and slowly but steadily his 
troops are forcing their way

The intersection of the Fleury and 


Vaux roads, where Paris last night 
admitted a alight loss of ground, is 
hardly more than a half mile north of 
Fort Souville. Aftar scoring this ad- 
vance the Germans have resumed 
a. 


violent bombardment of the Souville 
region, evidently with the purpose of 
following up their gain by further as- 
saults.

"I regard Lord Lansdowne's speech 


a,s i. gross insult to Ireland," said Mr.

" "It amounts to a declaration of war 
on the. Irish people and is an 
an- 


"nouncetnent of a policy of coercion. 
","If this speech be taken as repre- 
senting the attitude and spirit of the 
government toward Ireland there is an 
•end to all hopes of a settlement. The 
speech seems to me to have been 
.made with the deliberate object of 
wrecking the negotiations 'for a set- 
tlement." 
Charges Breach of Faith 
",As deserving 
special 
notice,

Kedmond cites, the following passage 
from Lord Lansdowne's speech: 


...' "It Is a bill which will make struc- 


tural alterations in the act of 1914, al- 
^r'eady on the statute books;, therefore, 
• it will be permanent and enduring In 


character. But it Is an ac.t which will 
^contain at other points temporary pro- 
;yisions, such as, for example, those 
Mealing with the house of commons 
;which It Is proposed to set up In the 
5near future." 
*. Mr. Redmond proceeds! 
', "This would be a gross breach of 
"fajth, and 1 desire to'state thaj. I ad- 
here strictly to the terms which were 
'submitted by us to the nationalists, 


and any departure in the direction In- 
dicated in Lord Lansdowne's sugges- 
tion'would, so far as we are concern- 
ed, bring the negotiations absolutely 
to an end. 


"The 
agreement arrived at was that 


the home rule act of 1914 was to be 
put into operation as soon as possible, 
subject to certain modifications, which 
were all to be on the same 
footing. 


One of these modifications was that 
this act should not extend to six coun- 
ties In Ulster, and there was reten- 
tion of the full representation of Ire- 
land In the Imperial parliament. These 
and other modifications are to remain 
in force during the continuance of the 
war and for a, period of 
12 months 


thereafter. 


"But -if parliament has not before 


the termination of that period 
made 


further and permanent provisions for 
the government of Ireland, the period 
for which these modifications are to 
remain in force shall be extended by 
an order-In-council for such terms as 
may be necessary In order to enable 
parliament to make such 
provision. 


The bill to carry out the agreement 
arranged must, and will, of course, be 
in all its provisions and details strict- 
ly temporary and provisional."

The German crown prince Is giving 


the French defenders of Verdun little 
rest. Fort Souville, less than three 
miles northeast of the citadel of Ver- 
dun Is the main object of his present 
offensive and slowly but steadily hie 
troops are forcing their way toward 
it, tho artillery now being busy pre- 
paring the way. 


The Intersection of the Fleury and 


Yaux roads, where Farts last night 
admitted a slight loss of ground, is 
hardly more than a. half mile- north of 
Fort Souville.

the men who have gone to the front 
It would be absolutely necessary to 
have more money and the committee 
makes earnest ami urgent request that 
contributions bo forthcoming at once. 
The committee also requests that the 
dependents of the soldiers communicate 
with the committee speedily. The com- 
mittee prepared the following state- 
ment for the public: 


"Your'commlttet, finds definitely that 


there are many families of soldiers 
who need or will need financial assist- 
ance while the men arc in the service. 
It matters not whether there Is an ac- 
tual war or not. The men are absent 
just the same, whether they are tight- 
ing or doing only patrol duty. Tholi 
families must be cared for properly 
and not be required to apply for char- 
ity. They left the city in response to 
a hurry call and had no time to make 
proper provisions for their dependents. 
They leave that to us and wa believe 
It to he the duty of the people of Low- 
ell to see to it that this trust IB not un- 
fulfilled. 
Your committee can 
affirm 


positively that such money as Is now 
being spent is not being wasted but is 
affording untold relief to wives and 
mothers of the soldiers while the little 
children are being cared for carefully. 
One has but to be brought in close 
touch with the situation to realize the 
value ot-a dollar patriotically contrib- 
uted to this fund. Therefore the com- 
mittee will not hesitate from time to 
time, as occasion requires, to urge up- 
on individuals and firms the neces- 
sity of contributing money.

WASHINGTON, July 13.—The naval 


appropriation bill was taken up by the 
senate today to bo kept before It until 
a final vote Is taken. The measure as 
reported by the naval committee sub- 
stitutes eight capital ships the coming 
year for the house's five and specifies 
completion 6/ the navy general board's 
five year building program within three 
years. 


As it passed the house the bill pro- 


vides for five battle cruisers and no 
battleships and contains no provision 
for a building policy extending Into 
the future. A 'program of four battle- 
ships and four battle cruisers for the 
coming year and completion of the 
five-year program of 16 capital, ships 
two years earlier than intended was 
decided on by the senate naval commit- 
tee after conferences ivith Secretary 
Daniels, who voiced the president's de- 
sire that construction be speeded up 
as much as possible. 


The three year program calls for 


an 
expenditure 
of 
§089,180,676, of 


which 5315.S36.SJ3 Is appropriated for 
1917. 
New construction in 1317 would 


cost 5110,726,000. The house bill called 


for a total expenditure of $!69,900,000 
In 1311. 


The general board's program pro- 


vides for this construction: 


Ten dreadnaughts, (four this year.) 
Six battle cruisers, (four this year.) 
Ten scout cruisers, (four this year.)

NEW FREIGHT YARDS 


By acquiring large.tracts of land a 


Middlesex Village and opening up new 
freight yards the Boston & Maine rail- 
road hopes to put an end to the freigh 
congestion from which Lowell has suf- 
fered to an unusual degree in the past 
It is no secret in railroad circles tha 
facilities in Lowell have been wholly 
Inadequate, and in many cases 
local 


officials of the road have been unable 
to give good service because of yard 
locations, etc. For years the railroad 
has been experimenting 
with 
yards 


and offices, but never yet has a satis- 
factory 
system been 
evolved. Cars 


have come from the north or from the 
Boston docks and though local

• Declare Action of War on Ireland 


'.LONDON, July 13.—John Redmond, 
leader o£ the Irish nationalists, yes- 
Urday Issued a statement characteriz- 
ing the speech of the Marquis oi'Lans- 
'downe In the house of lords on Tues- 
day as a declaration of war on the 
?Irish people. He says also that the 
Speech was a breach of faith appar- 
ently made with the

.'wrecking the negotiations for a com- 
promise. 
Gross Insult to'Ireland 


"I regard Lord Lansdowne's speech 


as a gross Insult to Ireland," said Mr. 
pedmond in his statement. 
' "It amounts to a declaration of war 
:o'h the Irish people and is an 
an- 


nouncement of a policy of coercion. 
,."If this speech be taken as repre- 
senting the attitude and spirit of the 
'government toward Ireland there is an 
ehd.to'aUhopes of a settlement. The 
s'peech heems to me to have been 
made ^ith the deliberate object of 
•wrecking the negotiations for a set- 
•tjemenl." 
Charges Breach of Faith 
-As deserving special 
notice, Mr. 


^Redmond cites the following passage 
•from'Lord Lansdowne's speech: 


•"It is'a bill which will make struc- 
tural alterations in the act of 1914, al- 
riady on the statute books; therefore, 
•It will be permanent and enduring in 
'character. But it is an act which will

Tiear future." 
- Mr. Redmond proceeds: 
i "This would-he a gross breach .of 
faith, and I desire to state that I ad- 
here strictly to the terms which were

and any departure In the direction in- 
dicated in Lord Lansdowne's sugges- 
tion would, so far as we are concern- 
ed, bring the negotiations absolutely 
to an end. 
"The agreement arrived at was that 


the home rule act of, 1914 was to be 
put into operation as soon as possible, 
subject to certain modifications, which 
were all to be on the same footing.
